POWER CO.HAS | 
SPENT $500,000 
SAYS MANAGER 


He Tells City This Amount Has 
Been Paid For Preliminary 
Work on Hydro-electric Scheme 
at Rocky Rapids. 


The Edmonton Power Company 
claim to have already spent something 
like $500,000 in connection with the 
preliminary work in the establishment 
of the hydro-electric plant to suppl) 
Edmonton, 

At the last council meeting Ald. .). 
M. MacDonald asked if details could 
be supplied of the work already done 
by the company and their expenditure 
to date. 

E. W. Bowness, manager of tne 
company, in reply, says that for obvi- 
ous reasons it will be necessary for the 
company to bulid a railway to their 
proposed dam before doing any con- 
siderable work on the hydro-electri> 
development. Work in connection with 
this railway and in preparing for the 
hydro-electric, has been in progress 
since December, 1916.; At the presen! 
time the company is cutting timbo 
and railway ties, using such labor a: 
is at present available without employ- 
ing men lable for military service. 

The company's total expenditure ts 
date ts in the vicinity of $500,000, bur 
Mr. Bowness states that the request «! 
Ald, MacDonald is being forwarded *< 
the head office in Montreal, and if it I» 
then decided to provide the city wi'ii 
au certified statement in advance of the 
time as specified in clause 39 of the 
igreement between the company and 
he city, the information would be fo;- 
warded as soon as secured, 

Provision of Agreement, 

Under clause 38 and 89 of the agreo- 
ment betwen the city and the Power 
Co., the company on on before Jani 
ary 1, 1917 has to proceed with the 
work neceasary for the carrying out of 
its undertakings, Including a railway 
from a point at or near the city to the 
site of the power development. 

Also under the agreement the com- 
pany during the first 30 months fol- 
lowing its coming into force, has iv 
spent approximately the sum of $1,- 
500,000 in thie work, and during the 
next two years approximately §2,000,- 
000, 

Also, at the request of the city the 
company has to render a certifiei 
statement of the amount expended «at 
the end of each of the stated periods,

Ih. B. Bennett Intcrested. 


R. B, Bennet, of Calgary, who said 
he was interested like Mr, Oliver in 
this Alberta question, told tho story 
of the rails as he had learned it. The 
authorities overseas requested the Do- 
minion of Canada to furnish 300 
miles of rails of a given weight with 
1,200 turnouts or switches. Tho rails 
were to be of great weight, for they 
were to bring up the heavy artillery 
so that they could fight the enemy 
with guns rather than with flesh and 
blood and so save the lives of Cana- 
dian soldiers. They were to be laid 
at night under shel: fire. The rails 
had to be particularly heavy in order 
to anchor the artillery at a given point 
so that they could shell the enemy. 
Tho guns weighed up to cighty tons 
and the "kick" from them throwing 
a projectile of a ton was tremendous. 
The government went to the National 
Transcontinental because it was the 
property of the people cf Canada and 
because it would cause tho least dis- 
turbance of traffic, The turnouts or 
switches were bored to suit certain 
rails therefore they could not lay 
rails of promiscuous weight. 

Mr, Oliver asked if Mr. Bennett 
would say how many were in France, 
bie the minister of railways would 
not, 

Mr. Bennett replied that some were 
in France, but as to Mr. Cochrane's 
refusal to give the information, since 
this war began men in high places did 
not tell all they knew. 

Mr, Oliver: “Then the censorship is 
to protect incompetonce and ignor- 
ance,” 

Mr, Bennett: “Thae nas been large- 
ly in use by my honvranlie friend the 
most of his life.”

Mr. Bennett explained that when 
the request for rails came, the matter 
was placed in the hands of skilled 
engineers, who were to advise where 
the rails could be taxen up with the 
least disturbance of traffic. Their ad- 
vico was taken. Rails were being tak- 
en from the Canadian Northern rail- 
way to replace those taken from the 
Grand Trunk Pacific and a joint sec- 
tion west of Edmonton would be main- 
tained.

The government sent the kind 
of rails asked for, Surely he was not 
going to make u little political capi- 
tal out of a national necessity. Not 
a single pound of munitions was being 
carried over the section of line about 
which Mr. Oliver cognplained, but the 
through traffic on that road would 
not be disturbed.

Hon. George P, Graham said he 
was getting heartily sick of having 
their loyalty challenged every time 
some one on the opposition side got 
to his feet.

Problem of the 
Foreign Born is 
1.0.D.E. Subject 


Time Has Come When Foreign 
Born Must Be Turned Into 
Canadians. 


VICTORIA, B.C., May 30,—Follow- 
ing a paper by Mrs. George H. Smith, 
1.0,D.E,, national educational secret- 
ary, on the education work of the or- 
der in which she discussed at length 
the necessity of arousing patriotism 
and national consciousness in the 
hearte of foreign-born residents oi 
the dominion, a discussion took place 
at the conference at noon upon the 
problems of Canada with foreign pop- 
ulation. Opinion was genera] that 
some immediate action should be tak- 
en to implant Canadian principles 
firmly in the minds of foreigners, and 
to bring to them a full realization that 
@ country worth living in was worth 
the observance of its citizenship prin- 
ciples. 

Mrs. Ralph Smith of Vancouver 
made a speech of considerable length 
upon this subject and was roundly 
applauded. She opened her remarks 
by likening the national convention to 
the great clearing house for ideas. As 
to the foreign element, she emphas- 
ized that something must be done at 
once, However, she said, it was casy 
to criticize and tear down, but not 
so easy to offer something construc- 
tive. In time Canada would find the 
foreign question would be an astound: 
ing problem, just as it had been in 
the United States. While she was not 
a flag waver, nor a baage-wearer her- 
self, Mrs. Smith said, yet there had 
perhaps been too much criticism of 
the flag-waving in the United States 

She drew attention vo the fact that 
the school children are made to éa- 
lute the Stars and Stripes every 
morning. Though Canada was not a 
flag-waving country, the speaker said 
yet the time would come when the 
school children in this country should 
learn to salute their ciag. 

“The time has come," declared Mrs 
Smith, “when we must put the foreign 
born through the mill and roll then: 
out Canadians, They who are willing 
to come here and accept all the privi- 
leges of this country must live up tu 
the principles of the country or leave 
it. This is the grandest country un- 
der the sun, and if it is g00d enoug! 
to live in, and die in, it is good enougi 
shine up to its principles of citizen

The 
ausband Cannot mortgage, sell or otn- 
wise dispose of the home without the 
written consent of the wife. 

The Factory Act 

While the factory act was not draw 
exclusively for the protection of wo- 
inen, no class of workers need it more, 
and its scope is such as to provide pro- 
tection for the women and girls em- 
ployed in the factories throughout the 
vrovince and in the stores and office 
vuildings in the larger ciiles. Ample 
vrovision is made tor a living wage 
and also for sanitation, the personu. 
comfort of employees, and the abso 
ute prohibition of conditions whic. 
ead to sweat shops and associate. 
evils, In establishing a minimun. 
wage the government took a drastu 
step much more progressive than any 
other government in Canada has un- 
dertaken, 

Personal Property 

In Alberta every woman has th 
same right as man to own, hold, o1 
iispose of property,the only limitacio, 
being that placed upon her by a Do 
minion Jaw which debara her fro: 
homesteading or pre-empting unles 
she be sole head of a family, A mae- 
ried woman enjoys all the rights i) 
property transactions as if she hau 
remained single, 

The Making of Wills 

While a man is free to dispose u 
his rroperty by will he cannot depriy 
nis wife of her right in the home du: 
ing her Ife, and should he leave he. 
less than she would be entitled to hay 
ne died intestate, she may apply tc 
the courts for relief, and it is with. 
the power of the juage to grant suc, 
relief as the curcumstances may war- 
rant, 

If a man dies intestate without is 
sue the wife gets all his property. 1. 
there bo one child she gets onea-haif; i 
snore than one, she inherits one-thir 
{ his estate.

An illegitimate child inherits fron.

Should the parents of an illegiti- 
mate child subsequently marry the 
child become legitimate and has the 
jame recognition in law ae if born in 


wedlock. 
The Infants Act 
While as in other British countries 
the father has some advantage in the 
right to guardianship and protection 
of children, the mother is given wide 
recognition and enjoys the ful.est fa- 
cilities for securing the protection of 
-he courts against interference with 
her privileges. At the recent session 
of the legislature an act was passed 
providing for the appointment of an 
official guardian to look after the es- 
tates and to protect children unforiu- 
nately" bereft of a parent's care 
through death, separation or divorce 
The state sieps in to give the children 
the protection to which they are le- 
gally and morally entitled. 


\ A Beneficent Work 

In connection with the care of chii- 
dren it might be of interest to know 
that under the children’s protection 
act, with its system of foster parent- 
age, there are at present 2,300 chil- 
dren in foster homes under the watch- 
ful eye of the state, 

The Marriage Laws 

No marriage is legal in Alberta if 
either of the contracting parties ts 
under 15 years of age, and by amend- 
ments passed in 1916 the marriage ol 
anyone under 18 years of age is made 
illegal unless the consent of both pa- 
rents is given in writing, and if over 1: 
and under 21 the consent of one pa- 
rent is necessary, The law imposes 
on the husband responsibility for 
providing the wife'and any child un 
der 16 years of age with the necessa- 
ries of life. 

TAfc Insurance 

In 1916 the beneficiaries act war 
passed, ranking the wife, children 
grandchildren or mother as preferred 
beneficiaries, and the act prohibits the 
transfer of insurance outside this pre- 
ferred class. 


Legislation of the past two years 
enacted by the Sifton government has 
placed the women of Alberta in the 
highest place among the Canadian 
provinces. With the passage of the 
dower act at the recent session re- 
moved the last limitation of their 
rights and they now stand legally oa 
a par with men, 

A year ago Mre, Henrietta Mui: 
Edwards, writing a text book on the 
“Legal Btatus of Women in Alberta, 
said tn the preface: 

“The women of Alberta, except in 
dower rights, are more favored in re- 
card to legal sintus than are those o. 
any other province in Canada, The 
sovernment’s appreciation of the wor: 
of the women in standing si,oulder ¢t 
shoulder with their men felk fn the 
development of their country ha 
eon shown by glying to them thk 
sremier place in the Dominion. 

“The courteous and sympatheth 
understanding with which our premie 
and members of his cabinet have al 
Ways received those women who ha 
occasion to Interview the governme!
